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A. D. Allen Killed When 
His Car Collides With P. 


E. Train 


MAD. ALLEN STILL 
UNCONSCIOUS HERE 


Alexander D. Allen, 55, well-known 
Etiwanda citrus grower, was almost 
instantly killed and his wife critically 
injured when their automobile was 
struck by a Pacific Electric train on 
the San Bernardino-Los Angeles line 
at Alta Loma at 9.25 o’clock Wednes- 
day night. The accident occured at 
the Hellman avenue crossing, Alta 
Loma and the Allen automobile is be- 
lieved to have “stalled” in the path 
of the approaching train. The auto- 
mobile was. sighted by the motorman 
when the train was but a short dis- 
tance from the crossing, and all 
efforts to stop the heavy cars in time 
to avert the crash were unavailing. 

Mr. and Mrs. Allen had been visit- 
ing Mr. Allen’s brother, Edward Al- 
len, and wife at Alta Loma, and were 
returning to their home at Etiwanda 
at the time of the accident. Mr. and 
Mrs. Edward Allen, who live a short 
distance from the Hellman avenue 
crossing, heard the crash and rushed 
to the scene and were among the 
first. to arrive. Alexander Allen was 
dead when they reached him, and 
his wife unconscious. 

Allen’s right arm was torn off and 
his body otherwise badly mutilated. 
Mrs. Allen’s lower jaw was broken 
and she was declared to have prob- 
able internal injuries. She was rush- 
ed to the San Antonio hospital at 
Ramonia and had not regained con- 
sciousness at an early hour this 
morning. 

The body of Mr. Allen~was taken 
to Draper’s morgue at Ontario. Cor- 
oner J. B. Hanna will conduct an in- 
quest there at 2 o'clock this after- 
noon. Constable Walter Hurst. of 
Cucamonga was called to Alta Loma, 
to investigate the accident. 

‘Persons on the train, which was 
going toward Los Angeles, heard but 
did not see the crash. A physican 
on the train rendered first aid to 
Mrs. Allen and declared that Mr. 
Allen was killed instantly, 

Mrs. Allen is suffering from an 
injury to her skull and little hope is 
held out for her recovery. 

A picnic planned for yesterday by 
the people of Etiwanda colony was 
postponed because of the accident. 

Funeral of Mr. Allen is to be held 
at 10 a.m., Saturday from the Draper

History relates that Croesus was 
given entertainment on one occasion 
by a Lydian named Pythius, supposed 
to have been a distant relative of 
Croesus. During the entertainment 
Pythius informed the king that when 
he heard of his approach he had made 
careful count of all his ready money 
that he had on hand in gold and sil- 
ver, $24,000,000, and that he wished 
to present it to the king as a token 
of regard. 

The king hesitated about taking his 
money lest Pythius might be reduced 
to want, but Pythius replied: “My 
lands, estates, slaves and income-bear- 
ing property are still untouched.” 
This sum of money was simply cash 
on hand which he had not yet invest-

Coal on Farms. 

The United States uses @bout 100,- 
000,000 cords of annually for 
fuel, of which 80 per cent is consumed 
in the rural districts 

In spite of the fact that most of 
our farm woodlands occur in thfe sey 
enteen states making up New England 
and the lake sffffes, the farmers and 
rural population of this section aunu 
ally use in excess of 18,000,000 tons of 
coal, 

If by substituting wood one-quarter 
leas coal could be burned on farms 
and one-tenth less in villages, the total 
saving would amount to nearly 4,000, 
000 tonsa, or between 65,000 and 70,000 
carloads, .

BEFORE THE DAYS OF PAPER 


Substitutes, Some Expensive, Used by 
Egyptians and Arabians for the 








Recording of Events. 

Papyrus is what the Egyptians wrote 
on over 4,000 yearg ago, and our word 
paper is derived from {t, London An- 
Swers states. 

Bladebones of sheep were used by 
the Arabs when paper was unknown, 
and many famous sayings have been 
found on these remarkable “paper 
substitutes,” 

“Album,” used by the Romans, was 


a preparation of white chalk, with | 
which they covered the wood upon 
which they wrote. It is from this 
chalk, viz., white “album,” that the 
modern word album is taken. The | 
Romans carried tablets of wood or 


metal and a little bit of pointed troff 
to write with, The iron point 
called ao “stylus” — which suggests | 
the present day “stylo.” Two of the 
tablets (sometimes covered with wax, | 
Sometimes with album), were often 
joined together by wire hinges, and 
the backs ornamented with ivory, gold 
or precious stones. An eS%pensive sub 
stitute for a double sheet of writing | 
paper! 

Leather was used by the Jews for 
writing purposes, and they were re 
nowned for their skill tm this respect. 

Linen and silk took the place of 
Paper as “writing materials” tn many 
countries, | 

Thin plates of gold were used in | 
Java in the production of a book be- 
fore paper was made, It was written 
on both sides of these gold plates, and 
great writers, especially Euclid, traced 
their designs with a stick op a table 
covered with common dust.

Simple Test of Cloth. 

To determine whether any fabric 
contains wool, mix a tablespoonful 
of lye with a quart of water in a 
granite pan. Boil a sample of the 
material to be tested in the lye solu 
tion. The woo! in the material will 
be completely dissolved while the cot- 
ton will be left. If threads are left 
the material is one way. If a 
woven piece is left the material Is 
either all cotton or threads of the 
warp and filling are cotton and wool 
tulxture. Silk and cotton mixtures 
may be tested in this manner, but silk 
dissolves more slowly than wool. If 
the combination is artificial silk and 
eotton the fibers vg swell, but the 
material will remain intact.

Chouteau, a Founder of St. Louis. 

Auguste Choutean, who helped to 
found the city of St. Louis, was an 
American ploneer of French descent 
born tn New Orleans in 1739. Under 
the direction of Pierre Laclede Li- 
gueste he made the first settlement on 
the site of St. Lopis February 15, 1764. 
Chouteau, then years old, estab- 
lished a fur trading station there, and 
later in the same year Ligueste him 
self arrived and laid out a town which 
he predicted would become one of the 
largest cities in the country. At first 
called Laclede's Village, the place soon 
was named St. Louis in honor of 
Louis [X of France.

How an_ overpowering odor of 
onions precipitated a stir which 
threatened to disrupt the exclusive 
residence district in the vicinity of 
East H Street, Granada and El Mo- 
rado courts came to light Wednes- 
day afternoon when Dr. S. P. S. Ed- 
wards, city health officer, was called 
upon to abate the nuisance ang con- 
ducted an -investigation which, while 
failing as yet to eliminate the ob- 
noxious smell, has at least served 
to unite in a common cause neigh- 
bors who were at the point of open 
rupture. The unwelcome aroma was 
first noticed on Sunday morning and 
each housewife after sniffing the 
breeze decided that her neighbor was 
cooking onions for dinner anda 
promptly shut up her house to keep 
out the odor. But as the offensive 
smell increased in volume with each 
succeeding day, relations in the dis- 
trict became decidedly strained. 
Neighbors with smarting, tear-dim- 
med eyes and offended nostrils pass- 
ed each other on the street with 
averted faces, cold stares or haughty 
nods, each holding the other in some 
mysterious way responsiblé for the 
offense toe their senses. Finally 


no difficulty in locating the district 
in question and an investigation on 
his part disclosed the fact that sev- 
eral tons of decayed onions had been 
dumped on two vacant lots belong- 
ing to Mrs. Mary C. LaClair and W. 
A. Freemire. When the lot owners 
were interviewed by the official, each 
denied any knowledge of how the 
unsavory deposit came on their prop- 
erty, but Mr. Freemire finally recalled 
having granted permission to a local 
dehydrating concern to plant onions 
on his lot. Further investigation 
proved that the dehydrating people 
had dumped the decaying vegetables 
on the land, thinking to fertilize it 
before planting. As a result of pres 
sure by a now united neighborhood, 
the dehydrating company is r1eporte? 
to have promised to plow the offen- 
sive matter under and residents of 
the district are assured of relief in 
the near future.

ness, 25; accident cases, 2; well 
babies under supervision, 24; infec- 
ted eyes, 3; all others, 39. The com- 
munity nursing work is now being 
materially aided by the addition of a 
health center at Grove Street and 
Sultana avenue, donated for the pur: 
pose by Bethel Congregational 
ehurch.
